Tuesday's Ballo! Recommendations 


Primary elections occasionally are elimina- 
tion elections, but on next Tuesday many of 
the contests for county offices will be final. 

The office of sheriff is one example. In- 
cumbent Eugene L. Mueller is being opposed 
by Frank Bland, police chief of Needles, and 
the man who gets the highest number of votes 
will be the winner. Other non-partisan offices 
with two candidates will likewise be settled 
in Tuesday's vote. 


And so, many contests next Tuesday are 
“final’, not just preliminary skirmishes. The 
election should be accepted by every voter as 


an opportunity to help pick the best people for 
the jobs of running our county, state and fed- 
eral government. 

As to the st for sheriff, we sincerely 
believe Mr. Mueller has been outstanding in 
increasing the efficiency of the vast law en- 
forcement agency, that he has developed an 
improved spirit among the deputies, and that 
his proven abilitv as a leader will bring con- 
stant improvements in this department. 

Mr. Bland’s record is good and his back- 
ground is basic for law enforcement officers. 

Since we are choosing between two good 
men, however, let's take the man who has 
served well as sheriff in his first term. Mr. 
Mueller’s record merits continued public serv- 
ice. Actually, he is the first real professional 
law enforcement officer this county has ever 
had. 

Usually we believe two terms is long 
enough for an official on a policy-making body, 
such as the county board of supervisors. At 
times, exceptions are justified and such is the 
current case of Will R. Mason. Of the five 
candidates, we believe the taxpayers will best 
be served by returning Mr. Mason to the court- 
house. The other candidates are Mayor G. E. 
McQuatters and Councilmen C. E. Peterson 
and Dan B. Mikesell of Ontario, and John C. 
Preston of Fontana. 

Each county office is very important, but 
probably none more so than that of county 
superintendent of schools. C. Burton Thrall, 
incumbent, is a candidate for reelection. Our 
vote will be for him in preference to Mrs. Louise 
Brown, a capable school teacher of San Ber- 
nardino. Mr. Thrall has a good grasp of the 
great educational problem and in general his 
administration has been popular with the teach- 
ers and parents. 

In general, heads of the various county 
departments merit reelection, but in our opinion 
that is not so in the case of Max Cranmer, coun- 
ty assessor. The situation prevailing in his of- 
fice has been discussed hére previously. Suf- 
fice it to say, Melvin Pierson, a candidate from 
Coltom is qualified to head this rapidly expand- 
ing office and we believe he should replace the 
veteran Mr. Cranmer. 

A new county surveyor is to be elected and 
J. W. Abbey, next in line in the department, is 
recommended as a capable person to head 
the department. Other candidates are R. L-. 
Myers, Crestline, and Raymond D. Forsythe. 
San Bernardino. 

Other recommendations for county depart- 
ments in which there is competition are Harry 
Allison, incumbent, for county clerk, and R. E. 
Williams for public administrator and coroner. 
As to the congressman from this district,

The committee members have made it clear 
they are not aiming to create a bluenose cen- 
sorship of the comics. Control of some kind, 
however, over the extremely violent and de- 
based type of publication, is certainly called 
for. If parents will pay closer attention to the 
“comic” books their children are reading the 
public demand for a genuine cleanup ir that 
field will be strong enough to bring results. 

There is a wide range. of humor and adven- 
ture to be depicted in the comics without des- 
cending into the realms of horror and dirt.
